Washington, March 23.—A sharp 


fight against what they character- 
ized as "gag rule" was launched to- 
day in the house by Democratic lead- 
ers immediately the majority pre- 
sented their program for passage of 
the four billion dollar soldiers' bonus 
bill before adjournment under a sus- 
pension of the rules. 


When Chairman Campbell of the 


rules committee submitted a resolu- 
tion to make this suspension dav, 
Representative Garrett of Tennessee 
the Democratic leader, made a point 
of order, declaring that it was "the 
avowed and sole purpose" of Repub- 
lican leaders to put the bill through 
in such fashion as to prevent the 
offering of a motion to recommit 
and asserting that this was in vio- 
lation of the rules of the 
house 


There was a hot discussion on the 
point of order. 


By unanimous 
agreement 
the 


house met an hour earlier today than 
usual. When Speaker Gillett's gavel 
fell there was a large attendance of 
members and 
the

filled, the spectators including many 
former service men. 


Speaker Glllett overruled Mr. Gar-

WOMAN'S 


PROPER METHOD OF 


BATHING THE BABY 


Washington, March 15.—The "care 


»f the baby," a new and enlarged 
idltlon of a former publication of 
:he same name, Is contained In the 
recent number of the weekly public 
leaith reports of the United States 
Public Health Service and is now be- 
ing reprinted for general distribu- 
tion. Its eminent practical character 
Is shown in the section on bathing 
:he baby. 


Baby, it says, should be bathed at 
least once a day. During hot weather 
one or two extra sponge baths may 
be given; but at a rule the dally 
bath should be a tub bath. It can 
be done more quickly and thorough- 
ly, and the baby is not so liable to 
take cold. 


The room should be warm; an open 


fire js ..desirable in cool weather. 
The water should be comfortably 
warm but not hot, about 90 degrees 
to 95 degrees F. It may be tested 
with the bare elbow, never the hand. 
However, a bath themometer Is best. 


Everything needed should be in 


readiness before baby is undressed. 
In a small wicker basket, painted 
white, should be kept a cake of pure 
white castile soap, a small bottle of 
olive oil, pure talcum powder, boric 
acid, four dozen safety pins of as- 
sorted sizes, and a roll of absorbent 
cotton. /A clean wash cloth, clean 
towels, and a full set of clean cloth- 
ing should be in readiness. 


To undress the baby, take the 


clothes off over his feet. If held on 
the lap, a large bath towel should 


be used to prevent his tender skin 
from coming in contact 
with 
the 


rough or worsted dress and to re- 
ceive him when lifted out of the tub. 
More conveniently he may be un- 
dressed on a table. 


Before putting the baby into the 


tub, wrap him in a small blanket 
or large towel, and wash his face, 
head and ears, being careful not to 
get soap Into his eyes and mouth. 
Very little soap is needed. 
It 
is 


most important that the skin should 
be rinsed thoroughly. Pat the skin 
dry with a soft to^el, taking care to 
dry well back of the ears and in the 
soft folds of his neck. 
The 
eyes 


should be cleansed with absorbent 
cotton dipped in boracic acid solu- 
tion. Squeeze a drop into each eye, 
beins( careful to use a fresh piece 
of cotton for each eye. The mouth 
ai.d nose should be cleaned with an 
application dipped in boracic acid 
solution. An applicator is mad© by 
twistin& a small tuft of absorbent 
cotton upon the end of a wooden 
tooth pick in such a way as to make 
a rounded pad. 
If made correctly, 
the cotton will not slip off readily. 
Be careful not to injure the ears. 
It is better to ask your physician 
or the nurse to show just how to 
cleanse them correctly. 
It is well to lay a bath towel in 


the bottom of the tub and put in 
only a small amount of water at 
first. 
If baby is plunged immed- 
iately into a tub of water, he will be 
startled and may never enjoy a tub 


bath; but if the water is added grad- 
ually, while baby's attention is di- 
verted to something else, he soon 
learns to enjoy the morning dip. 


First soap the baby's entire body 


thoroughly; then place him in the 
bath, holding him with the left fore- 
arm under the neck and shoulders, 
the left hand under his arm. and lift 
ing his feet and legs with the right 
hand. Support him while in the tub 
with the left hand and arm. Sponge 
the entire body with the right hand; 
then lift him out and wrap him in a 
bath towel. Dry carefully with the 
soft towel, patting the skin gently. 
Never rub the baby's tender skin 
with anything les smoth than the 
palm of the hand. A little pure tal- 
cum powder my be used in the 
creases and folds of the skin, under 
the arms, and around the buttocks; 
but it should not be used so freely 
as to clog the pores of the skin and 
never should be usri until the skin 
has been dried as thorougly as pos- 
sible with the towel. A highly per- 
fumed powder should not be used. 


The bath should be given as nearly 
as possible at the same hour each 
day, at least an hour after feeding 
and at first should last only about 
three minutes; later it may last (5) 
minutes. 
As the baby grows older 


and stronger he may be allowed 
to play in the water for about 15 
minutes, for the skin absorbs some 
water, which is benficial to the sys- 
tem, relaxes the muscles, and aids in 
overcoming many wrong conditions.'

The Memorial which has been 


! erected :s in the shape of a. Maltese 
cross is truly as nearly everlasting 


i as the science known to man

j make it. The foundations and roof 


I are of reinforced steel and concrete 
| and the walls are of massive blocks 
i of granite, the most enduring and 
i bmutiful stone produced in nature. 
The building is trimmed in marble 


, and ix truly a striking feature of the 
cemetery.

Built in the form of a cross, the 


i corridors will lead to the 
crypts, 


I which are made of solid marble. 


I Each crypt bears its individual num- 
| ber and the name and suitable in- 
scription designating the loved one 
resting there. 


The floor of the building Is of 


marble tile and the sidfwalls and 
ceiling are of the best quality white 
Vermont marble. Beautiful stained 
glass windows located at the end of 
each section of the corridors lend an 
air of solemnity to the building 
which enhances its value greatly. 


j 
"The ideal of above ground 
en- 


i tombment, declared Manager Charles 
| R Raynor this afternoon, "is not 
new. The people of today in adopt- 
ing the mausoleum method of in- 
terring tie dead nre reviving a prac- 
tice; .is old as history itself. All na- 
tions, during their most advanced 
stages of civilization, have erected 
tombs or vaults for the final resting 
places of their loved ones. 


"Earth burial," Raynor continued, 
"is a custom which has been inher- 
ited from the Middle Ages and dur- 
ing the past decade public sentiment 
hns been demanding the abolition of 
this practice. 
Until recently only 
the more wealthy have been ablo to 
satisfy themselves in this respect. 
Xow, 
however, the inventive gpnius 


of man has devised a method of en- 
tombment, to satisfy the demands of 
the public.' Modern conMruction and 
the observance of the principles of 
sanitation have made possible the 
erection of beautiful buildings for the 
dead, where every man can provide 
for himself and family where here- 
tofore only a few have been able to 
provide." 


The - Newark1 Memorial provides 


apace toe 290 crypta, each of which 


will hold and preserve one body. A 
patented ventilating system which 
ventilates each crypt and the entire 
building has been installed in the 
local building. 
A current of air 
passes constantly through each of 
the crypts, insuring positive preser- 
vation of the bodies entombed. The 
air enters the mausoleum from the 
outside through vents in the floor 
and walls and nasses out through 
venta in the ceiling after being cir- 
culated. All chance of decay due to 
moisture is eliminated. 
Beautiful bronze doors guard the 


entrance to tho building and bronze 
doors also guard the private com- 
partments in.=;de of the building. 
These 
private compartments 
are 


made possible by the removal of a. 
section of the crypts and setting 
further back. Massive locks on the 
doors insure absolute safety and 
privacy throughout the mausoleum. 
The crypts are cast in solid blocks 


of 60 and are made of steel rein- 
forced concrete. Each would weigh 
2000 pounds separately. 
Crypts are 
not air tight but are so constructed 
as to give maximum ventilation and 
absolute security from tampering. 


Manat?c-r Charles R. Raynor com- 


pleted the construction of a mauso- 
leum of similar nature in Zanesyille 
two years ago and at the present time 
is engaged in work of beginning a 
second mausoleum in that city. 


When the building is formally ded- 


icated and turned over to the city 
next month an endowment fund of 
$5,000 will also he turner] over to 
the city for the purpose of keeping 
up the building throughout' the cen- 
turies. 


A. J. Baldwin, well known land- 


scape gardener, has been employed 
to plant shrubs and grass and to 
beautify the exterior of the Memorial 
in a manner befitting the beauty of 
thp building itself. 


Manager Raynor stated this after- 


noon that a very few of the crypts 
yet remain unsold. Hft will be glad 
to show anyone interested through 
the mausoleum and appointments can 
be made through the local office at 
706 Trust building. 


Arrangements have been made 


whereby the Memorial will be open 
to the inspection of the public each 
Sunday afternoon during the next 
month and the public is cordially in- 
vited to come and sec the beautiful 
Newark Memorial. 


Hue to the fact that Manftfter Ray- 
nor will be busy with the plans for 
the second mausoleum at Zanesville, 
Frank M. Rabbit, of Columbus, a
